NATO Records Great Strides for Peace 


Foreign ministers of the 12 North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization members have 
been talking over accomplishments and 
making additional plans in Ottawa which 
may determine the future of Western civ- 
ilization. The fact that these nations have 
been able to work together and to adjust 
national interests in a common defense 
against a menace which surely would de- 
stroy them as individual nations indicates 
that the Atlantic community will continue 
to be a going concern. 

As Minister Paul Van Zeeland of Bel- 
gium points out, the Organization has be- 
come one of immense scope, with many 
difficult problems still to be worked out. 
Most intricate of these, perhaps, is that 
of financing the defense program in face 
of cuts in American aid. 

Briefly, this problem concerns 12 na- 
tions with 12 different currencies and 12 
budgets. Although deflated at present, the 
U. S. dollar is a fairly stable currency, 
whereas that of some of the smaller na- 
tions has fluctuated with the tides of com- 
merce and internal conditions. Thus it 
is difficult to apportion the costs of the 
defense establishment equitably. Adjust- 
ments in line with changing conditions and 
the economic strength of the individual 
nations must be made. 


The Big Three conference in Washing- 


ton and the Ottawa meeting have revealed 
the immense progress made in establishing 
a common defense and in economic recov- 
ery. They have shown the wisdom of 
American foreign policy in Europe in its 
development during the post-war years 
under Secretaries of State Acheson and 
Marshall. They also demonstrate the ef- 
fectiveness of General Eisenhower’s mis- 
sion in Europe. 


An early peace treaty for Western Ger- 
many and incorporation of her immense 
energy and industrial capacity into NATO 
in some form,is desirable in moving to- 
wards a self-sufficient, secure and peace- 
ful Atlantic region. Greece and Turkey 
should be speedily admitted to the Atlantic 
Pact. They are willing and able to throw 
large fighting forces to the defense of free- 
dom. Strategically located, as members 
of NATO they would extend protection to 
a wide and vital area. 


The North Atlantic Treaty organization 
is a triumph for American foreign policy, 
but, most of all, it is a symbol of the 
growing unity and strength of the West 
and a demonstration that free peoples can 
work together on a basis of equality for 
the common good. |

WASHINGTON — Republicans, other than 

those of the Taft school, are showing some jubi- 

lation over the statement by Roy A. Roberts, 

editor of The Kansas City Star, that Gen. Dwight Eisenhower 

had personally “told me” that he is “a good Kansas Republican, 
like all his forebears.” 

What pleases the Republicans about the alleged revelation is 


that it tends to remove General Ike as a Democratic presidential 


possibility. At least, that is the sort of interpretation being placed 
on Mr. Roberts’ remarks. 

Eisenhower is the 6ne man the Republicans fear most as the 
opposition candidate for President. The mere suggestion that 
President Truman may stand aside next year and ask the Demo- 
crats to nominate the general as his successor has been enough 
to cause cold shivers to run up and down the GOP political spine. 
He is the man most of them concede privately would win handily 
over any candidate the party has to offer. 

For that matter, most political observers are inclined to agree 
that the general would win on either major party ticket, which is 
another reason why the Republicans—other than the Taftites—are 
anxious to claim him as their own. 


Stumbling Block The supporters of Sen. Robert A. Taft, 
of course, are slightly less enthusiastic. 


They look on General Eisenhower as the only obstacle in the way 
of the Ohio senator landing the party prize at the next GOP 
national convention. 

Typical of the Republican reaction to the Roberts assertion 
about Eisenhower’s political leanings is the following paragraph 
from an article in The Washington Evening Star, written by the 
paper’s chief commentator, Gould Lincoln, who somewhat con- 
sistently reflects the Republican viewpoint: 

“The timing of this announcement,” Mr. Lincoln said, “hit this 
politically minded capital right between the eyes. It cleared up, 
apparently once and for all, the question of General Eisenhowér’s 
political leanings. It established him as a Republican beyond 
doubt. ... It also puts an end to the seemingly endless speculation 
by Democrats about the possibility that Genera] Eisenhower will

Roberts what 
he quotes him as saying, it still may be marked down as mean- 
ingless. For a man not strongly indoctrinated in the traditions of 
either major party, there is not enough difference between the 
Republicans and the Democrats today for any clear line of demar- 
cation to be drawn. Certainly Eisenhower’s record shows no such 
indoctrination. He has been a military man all his mature life. 

Is anyone willing to say, for example, that Eisenhower, being 
interested in the presidency, would refuse a nomination offered 
him at the hands of Demotrats? That would be equivalent to 
saying that the late Wendell Willkie should have refused the Repub- 
lican nomination back in 1940 because he happened to be a regis- 
tered Tammany Democrat at the time. 

Every President makes his own policies, and in a way con- 
stitutes his own party.

Giants of the Present 


WASHINGTON—A few days ago the meeting of the Armed 
Forces Policy Council—statutory committee of top men in the 
defense establishment—seemed to be starting as usual. But when 
all the secretaries of departments and chiefs of service staffs were 
in their hierarchical places, George C. Marshall spoke from the 
head of the council table. 

He was, he said, laying down his heavy burden at long last. 
He had asked the President to relieve him as early as last March. 
He had only agreed to stay on until the completion of the Japa- 
nese peace treaty—a risky corner to turn. He was glad to go, 
and glad to pass on his burden to his successor, whom all would 
warmly support. And so, motioning Robert A. Lovett into the 
Secretary of Defense’s chair, the great old man rose, shook hands 
with his associates, and quietly left the council room and public 
life. 

This quiet departure, so modest yet so deeply moving, affords 
an excuse for saying something that is not news, yet needs to be 
said. In these dark times, it is only too easy to notice and to 
write about only what is depressing and squalid. At home, the 
fundamental decencies of American political life are now under 
attack, as never before in the lifetime of any of us, by a shabby 
crew of adventurers and opportunists. Abroad, dark clouds ring 
the whole horizon, and at any moment the fearful storm of war 
may break over.the world. In these circumstances, the sane, 
healthy and hopeful things sometimes compete too weakly for 
attention with the lurid,. the horrible and the menacing. 


4 To true up, then, it is good to take the 
Giants of Past occasion of General Marshall’s retirement 
to celebrate the fine things, and more particularly the fine men, 
that American public life has produced in these last years. In 
one of his Princeton lectures, George Kennan paid tribute to such 
giants of our past as John Hay, Elihu Root and Charles Evans 
Hughes, as being men who “embodied that pattern of integrity 
of mind and spirit, moderation and delicacy of character, irre- 
proachable loyalty in personal relations, modesty of person com- 
bined with dignity of office, kindliness and generosity to all... 
who were weaker and more dependent, which constitutes the 
finest (American) contribution t6 the human species and comes 
close to . . . our national ideal and genius.” 

Kennan need not have looked backward to find such men. 
One of them, in a superlative degree, was Marshall himself, the 
towering soldier, the masterly administrator, the leader of granite 
character and unimpeachable integrity. If his political judgments 
were not always wise (and this reporter does not think so), the 
fact may be explained by ariother passage in Kennan’s lecture, 
where he quotes Gibbon’s remark on the great Byzantine general, 
Belisarius: “His imperfections flowed from the contagion of his 
times; his virtues were his own.” 

In the case of Marshall, he had been formed in the rigid anti- 
political tradition of the old Army. What is remarkable about 
Marshall is not that he was at first somewhat at sea in handling 
the great political issues of the war, but that he went on to be- 
come a great Secretary of State. 


Not Alone Nor is Marshall alone in belonging to this great 
American pattern that Kennan has so well 
described. The Army can also boast of Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, a very different man from Marshall, yet a man great 
enough to lift up the spirits of a continent and promise leadership 
to a people. And among the civilian administrators, how many 
there have been, in these last years, who would be the boast of 
any country—among the dead, Henry L. Stimson, the dedicated 
and destroyed James V. Forrestal and Harry L. Hopkins, to whom 
history will be more just than his contemporaries; and among the 
living such men as our Marshall’s worthy successor, Robert A. 
Lovett, John J. McCloy, and W. Averell Harriman, to name only 
these.

Think 
how, when the war ended, the new menace of Soviet imperialism, 
left with no balancing challenge by the collapse of its evil com- 
petitors, threatened to flow out over a weakened and enfeebled 
world. Think how this menace too has been confronted, halted 
and, we hope, turned back. 

Remember that these men did these things, not alone, but as 
the chosen agents of the American people, with the power of the 
American people as their strength and their resource. So long as 
the American people do not change, and so long as the American 
people can find such agents of its will, what is cheap and squalid 
at home, what is threatening and dark abroad will be defeated.

Among the tentative calculations 
already made, one was based on 
the amount of a given country’s 
gross national production which 
is devoted to rearmament. On this 
basis; the United States is shown 
to be doing a very good job, in- 
deed, with something like 18 per 
cent of the value of its gross 
national output devoted to re- 
armament and defense.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16—() 
Democratic 1 ational Chairman 
William M. Boyle Sunday was 
assured a chance to “tell his side 
of the story” to senators investi- 
gating reports of political influ- 
ence in the granting of govern- 
ment loans to a St. Louis printing 
firm. 

Assurance came from Sen. Hoey 
(Dem., N. C.) as two other mem- 
bers of the Senate investigations 
s''bcommittee he heads disagreed 
over the significance of testimony 
the group has heard so far. 

Sen. Nixon (Rep., Calif.) said 
Boyle’s “claims, of innocence ... 
now have been refuted under 
oath” at the inquiry into whether 
he helped promote Federal loans 
to the American Lithofold Corp. 
of St. Louis. Boyle has not been 
before the committee, but has 
said publicly he had “nothing to 
do” with the negotiations. 

On the other side, Sen. Mc- 
Clellan (Dem., Ark.), generally 
regarded as no friend of the Tru- 
man administration, told a re- 
porter that “up to now the testi- 
mony doesn’t bear out fhe strong 
implications” of a major charge 
made against. Boyle. 


SAID BOYLE WAS PAID 


That charge by the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch was that Boyle was 
paid $8,000 in “commissions” after 
the Reconstruction Finance Corp. 
pranted loans to the Lithofold 
company in 1949. Boyle said he 
got only $1,250 for legal work not 
connected with the loans. : 

“My only interest,” McClellan 
said, “is in seeing that everybody 
gets a fair hearing.

What To Do i 
On Allergies 
When Dieting 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

If you are an off-the- beat- 
en-path dieter, today’s column 
is for you. Overweights with 
food allergies cannot follow the 
regular protective reducing diet 
and write to ask what to sub- 
stitute for milk or eggs, or the 
cabbage family of vegetables. 

There are other special prob- 
lems too. Many write that they 
find it hard going because they 


work in a restaurant, or in a 
‘eandy store. A third group who 
find the pounds mounting but 
seem unable to diet are those 
who eat where they are served 
meals family style. 

First, the allergy cases. By 

the way, this doesn’t mean an 
allergy to diet! It means a true 
‘allergy to a particular food, 
the most common ones being 
-milk, eggs, wheat, chocolate, 
cabbage, tomatoes and straw- 
berries. The only allergies in 
‘the above list which make diet- 
‘ing really difficult is an allergy 
| to eggs or to milk. 
In place of the egg at break- 
‘fast, have 2 strips of lean, crisp 
bacon, broiled. If the budget 
will stand it, have Canadian 
bacon, it’s lean and hearty. Or 
on alternate mornings, cereal 
with milk (not cream) can re- 
place the toast and bacon. 

If you are allergic to sweet 
milk, buttermilk can sometimes 
be taken without trouble, and 
its. an excellent appetite 
quencher. Powdered skim milk 
can often me tolerated. Talk it 
over with your doctor. If you 
cannot use milk, step up the 
protein in the diet by having 
a serving: of yellow cheese, or 
a second egg. 

Now a plan for those who 
work around food...eat a good 
breakfast, including eggs, be- 
cause breakfast calories are 
burned for energy, and a good 
breakfast staves off hunger 
pangs and bolsters will power. 
Then play a game... tell your- 
self that for one week you will 
take no seconds on any food, 
and skip the rich.desserts. By 
week’s end you will have lost 
a pound or two, which will en- 
courage you to try the plan a 
second week. Before long you 
will find yourself: preferring to 
eat within your reducing re- 
quirements . overeating is 
largely habit. 

For those who eat family style 
« -- make it a rule not to eat 
potatoes or any starchy vege- 
table and bread at the same 
meal. It is not difficult to avoid 
one of the other. Keep the but- 
ter down to a half pat. Get out 
of the habit of taking gravy. 
Now dessert ... when a temp- 
ting sweet is placed before you, 
gay a wedge of apple pie, before 
taking a bite, take your knife 
and cut off a slim slice. That’s 
for you. ... offer the two-thirds 
piece to someone near you. 
There will be plenty of takers! 
That way you can have your 
dessert and keep your figure 
too. |

So Watch Your ‘Step 


By SCARLETT BLANTON 


With the first coolish nip in 
the air, the wise homemaker 
turns her mind to blanket-buy- 


ing. And if she’s really wise, ° 


she won’t leap right in unguid- 
ed, and buy the first blanket she 
sees. She’ll examine the picture 
thoroughly, before making such 
an expensive investment. 

Forthwith, are a few general 
facts, and suggestians about the 
important business of blankets, 
and blanket-buying. 

There are any number of fab- 
rics and _ fabric - combinations 
available. All-wool in a blanket, 
however, is hard to beat. A reg- 
ular-sized 72 by 90 inches, all- 
wool blanket costs in the neigh- 
borhood of $20. Experts advise 
buying an imported fiber, which 
generally has a thicker nap, and 
better twist than domestic, Best 
imports are from Australia, New 
Zealand, and the Asiatic coun- 
tries. Incidentally, if you’re new 
at this business, the 72 by 90- 
inch blanket fits either single or 


ket can be had in proportions of 


80 by 90 inches. 

Blankets with five to 25 per- 
cent nylon assure longer life 
and stronger wear, 

Something new this fall is 
known as “the wonder blanket.” 
Made of dynel, 100 per cent syn- 
thetic, it guarantees all the 
warmth of wool with the added 
advantages of being shrink-, 
mildew’- fire - and moth - proof, 
and prices at around $20. 

In Atlanta’s climate blanket 
buyers are advised to get a pair, 
when buying . . . one heavy, and 
one light-weight blanket. 

Newest winter color is soft 
moss green. There are about 
seven other pastel shades that 
can be bought. 

Although hand-washing is ad- 


visable, you may want to use 


your electric washer for your 
blankets. Three minutes of gen- 
tle action is generally sufficient. 
Prolonged mechanical action 
causes shrinkage and felting.

Burly, muscular Allen Fleisig 
looks more like a potential foot- 
ball star than the. promising 
young sculptor that he is. At 
19, Allen is the youngest person 
ever to have exhibited his work 
at the National Academy of De- 
sign’s annual nonmember show 
and has landed a job as an 
apprentice at the Manhattan

In high school, Allen won the 
Industrial Arts medal for sculp- 
ture, taught ceramics to pre-teen 
youngsters at Henry Street Set- 
tlement House during his off 
hours and, just before gradua- 
tion, got the job with Wheeler 
Williams. “One of my friends 
worked around the studio but 
he wasn’t much interested,” ex- 
plains Allen, “and I just took 
over the job from him.”

Letters to Men Overseas 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: We are three girls whose boy 


friends have gone overseas—two to Europe and one to Korea. We | 


should like to know what sort of letters to write them. We wonder 


what they would like to hear about, what subjects they would find | 


interesting, and what phrases to use. 

The only way we have of helping them is through letters; 
unfortunately we don’t even know what to write about. Things 
we would naturally say in conversation don’t sound right on paper. 
Please won’t you help us.—T. G. 

DEAR T. G.: A good letter supplies information about people 
and things of presumable interest to the second party. Whem a 
boy is sufficiently interested in a girl to want letters from her, 


he will be pleased to hear, in a general way, what she is doing | 


in his absence; and what events have been transpiring around her 
between letters. 

The girl may keep up a pleasing correspondence by writing 
not so much about herself, however, as about the encounters, 
excitements and social stirrings of the community since she wrote 
last. Maybe John Jones is growing a mustache; or Jane Brown 
has dyed her hair again, this time from red to platinum blonde— 
which is more becoming, you might add, if you think so. 

Under the heading of excitements you may run the gamut 
from nonserisical to serious, depending upon‘ the grist you find. 

Under the heading of social stirrings, you may write about 
dating, neighborhood parties, special news of church and school— 
such, for instance, as plans for new building, or a change in the 
staff, or the upcoming athletic schedule, etc. Harvest and hunting 
news will interest country boys; and nearly all boys are interested 
in the outcome of local sports events, particularly in freak scores 
and the appearance of fresh talent. 

Keep an eye on the front page news, also on editorial columns, 
and read magazine articles to acquaint yourself with current 
history. Thus you will be prepared to discuss any ideas the boy 
may introduce, concerning his opinions about the. war situation, 
the national political picture, the people and customs he’s meeting 
overseas, etc. 

Letters from boys in the service contain’ a good deal of griping, 
as a rule—some of it meant for a laugh, but much of it sparked 
‘by a feeling of “what’s it all about? What are we doing here?” A 
girl who is trying honestly, with operr mind, to deepen her knowl- 
edge of world affairs—and the forces driving nations to war—can 
be of great help to her boy friend overseas, by answering his gripe 
statements with friendly clear thinking. The thoughtful fejoinder 
will be a help in normalizing his perspective, in contributing some 
maturity to his attitude, and in steadying him for the tasks at hand. 

Finally, if your friends are scattered to danger zones, pray 
for them faithfully: and don’t hesitate to let them know that you 
are keeping them in your prayers.—M. H. |

Livestock and Poultry Parasites 
Conquered by Antibiotic Drugs 


WASHINGTON, D. C—/)—The VU. S. Department of 
Agriculture reports outstanding gains made against livestock 
and poultry parasites through the use of antibiotic drugs. 

The Department states that a program, recommended by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, has resulted in control of 
roundworms in sheep. The Bureau advised sheep owners to 
mix a pound of the chemical, phenothiazine with every nine 
pounds of salt eaten by the flock. 

The medicine has proven a safe and effective worm re- 
mover and owners have reported that sheep treated with the 
chemical have made satisfactory gains in weight. Similar ex- 
periments, including the administration of vitamin B-12 in 
diets of pigs and chickens have also been conducted with good 


results, the department says.

AGREE ON THEORY 

Dr. Black, former president of 
the American Association of Water 
Supply Engineers, agreed with Dr. 
Bibby’s endorsement of fluoridat- 
ed water supplies. 

“Several cities’ water systems 
are supplied naturally with suffi- 
cient fluorine,” he said. “Tests 
show that tooth decay is definitely 
lower in these cities than where 
there is not enough fluorine in the 
water. The same results can be 
and are being obtained by arti- 
ficial means.” 

Dr. Black and Dr. Bibby agreed 
that “no adverse physiological ef- 
fects are apparent where water 
has a normal fluorine content.” 
They said artificial fluoridation 
can be controlled with “a wide 
margin between right and dan- 
gerous amounts.” 

NOT MEDICATION 

“Fluoridation has been improp- 
erly called medication,” Dr. Bléck 
said. “There is fluorine in both 
food and water, to a greater or less 
degree. Regulating the amount 
consumed by residents of a com- 
munity is not medication, It is a 
preventive measure.” 

DeKalb County recently added 
fluorine to its water supply, be- 
coming the first county in Georgia 
to do so. Some areas, particularly 
Brunswick, have enough fluorine 
naturally, according to recent re- 
ports by the State Department of 
Health.
